Eisenhower will try to enlist pub­ 
lic support for his whole $71,800,* 
000,000 budget ii* a nationwide TV* 
Radio speech tonight. 
It will be 
carried live over four radio and 
one TV (NBG) network at 7 p rn. 
c s t. and by film over two other 
TV networks (CBS and ABU) at 
9:15 p. rn. c.s.t.

Martin said the President ex­ 
pressed himself at today’s meeting 
strongly against any cuts in the 
missiles aircraft program. 
Martin 
quoted him as saying he “would 
not want to assume responsibility 
for the security of the country” if 
such cuts are made. 
Senate Republican Leader Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland said he agreed 
completely with the President on 
this subject. 
Knowland callet, the 
missiles and aircraft program “our 
greatest guarantee of peace,” 
He 
said aggressors started World War 
II and the Korean conflict because 
“they thought we were too weak 
to strike back.”

Ike's Legislative 
Program 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT I 
Most of the complaints againstS 
Congress for inaction in 1957 have 
tended to lay the blame on the 
adm inistration’s failure to press 
bard for it* program s. 
But evi­ 
dently Sen Lyndon Johnson, Sen­ 
ate majority leader, takes the crit­ 
icisms as if directed primarily at 
the lawmakers, 
He cites some figures to refute 
the "do-nothing” charge—229 s e p -; 
a rite bills and resolutions passed : 
by Congress, with an average of 
lour and a half a day up to the 
E aster recess as against three and 
a half in 1955 and still fewer in I 
1963. 


The trib es appear to be unim­ 
pressed with m ere statistics. They 
insist that only two major bills 
have passed, the Eisenhower Mid­ 
dle East doctrine, a resolution, and 
the measure extending corporate 
and excise taxes. 
The great bulk 
of the y ear’s 
backlog of legislation still rests 
fen committees. The Senate, though 
on a big economy kick, hasn’t got 
around to approving a single ap­ 
propriation proposal for the 1957- 
98 period. 
Some might argue that congres­ 
sional inactivity actually is a good 
thing, that there are periods when 
the quality of government need not 
be measured by bills passed, and 
feat In any event Congress is often 
•eeu ted of approving far too many 
bills. 


It is almost certainly true that 
the lawm akers in any session pass i 
too many measures, though con- J 
gressional and other reforms could ! 
elim inate the necessity for consid-1 
arable num bers of them. 
Major I 
bills are something else. 
A good many would also say i 
Blere is some sense in the idea 
that Congress and the administra- j 
tion do not have to justify their ex-1 
istence every year by whipping 
legislation through the mill at a 
great rate. 


But in this particular instance 
the Eisenhower administration has 
■et itself several legislative goals 
in such fields as foreign aid, civil 
rights, aid to education and small 
business, and so on. 
Observers 
looking at Congress are bound to 
note any wide discrepancy between 
what the lawmakers are doing and 
what the President and their own !
